Plea for refugee ‘medical men 


There is only one registered medical doctor for every 3,000: residents in the 


Colony. 


This was pointed oiit today by 
Dr Chun Koon-wah, President 
of the Hongkong Kowloon Free 
Medical Practitioncrs Associa- 
tion, in an interview with the 


: China Mail. 


He said it would be a great 


‘help to bring in the service of 


the refugee doctors in Hong- 


kong, 


“while the people in the 
Colony are’ badly in need of 
more medical men, many well- 
tralned and well-cxpetienced 
refugee doctors have no wa: 
serving them,” Dr Chan said. 


“Some of them were trained 
in Germany, America or Japan 
and many of them have had 
years of clinical experience. 
And quite a number of them 
are specinlists."’ 


Dr Chan hoped that the 
authorities would continuc with 
the examinations that would 
qualify the remaining refugee 
doctors for registration.
